Two Verdicts Returned 
In its first verdict, the jury found 
In favor of Mrs Arndt, as executor 
of the estate, ii. the sum of $2,000, 
against the two defendants. In the 
second verdict, the jury found In 
favor of Mrs. Arndt, as mother of 
the deceased, in 
the amount of 
$5,000, against the two defendants. 
Donald 
V. 
M anning. 
Hillcrest 
Place, the 12th juror drawn when 
the last jury of the November term , 
the Jury hearing the Arndt case, 
was selected, served as foreman. 
Testimony given in the trial F ri­ 
day showed tha 
Mrs. Arndt had 
$1,899 75 
expenses 
as 
executor, 
including $.i00 for a b-ain specialist 
called in the vain attem pt, th at 
included two operations, to save her 
wrn's life following the accident,. 
O ther expenses included the funeral 
posts, medical and hospital bills. In 
his charge to the jury. Judge W. C. 
Sheely had told the veniremen th at 
if they found in favor of Mrs. Amdt, 
they could rightly estim ate a sum 
for the pain and suffering suffered 
by young Arndt during the period 
he was conscious after suffering 
head injuries in the crash. The 
additional $10025 am ount in the 
12.000 aw-ard apparently was for 
th a t purpose. 
Crashed In Heavy Fog 
The am ount awarded Mrs. Arndt 
as the m other of the fatally injured 
youth was based upon the am ount 
he would have “reasonably contrib­ 
uted to her support during his and 
her anticipated lifetimes,” accord­ 
ing to the instructions given the 
Jury by the court, in case the jury 
found for Mrs. Arndt. 
The young man. a telegraph oper­ 
ator for the 
W estern 
Maryland 
Railways, resided at home with his 
widowed mother, and testimony was 
given concerning purchases of food, 
articles for house repairs, etc., and 
bills paid by him. 
The accident according to testi­ 
mony at the trial, occurred in a 
heavy fog, described by witnesses 
variously as a “pea soup fog” and 
“the heaviest fog I ever saw.” Z enu's 
truck, driving toward Gettysburg, 
broke down on th e 'highw ay and 
Zentz told the jury he tried "all 
gears” in an attem pt to more it. 
Finding he could not move the ve­ 
hicle, he went to the rear of the 
truck 
and 
found 
the axle 
had 
broken. He then went to the front of 
the vehicle to obtain a flare, saw an 
auto approaching, felt he did not 
have time to secure a flare and 
ran back along the highway, in an 
attem pt to “wave down" the auto 
to prevent its crashing into the 
halted truck. The first car narrow ­ 
ly 
escaped 
the 
truck, 
when its 
driver swerved upon seeing “some­ 
one Jumping on the road.” A second 
car, driven by W alter and with 
Arndt as a passenger, swerved, but 
the side of the car hit the side of 
th e truck and Arndt was fatally in ­ 
jured.

Out Of Control For Third Day 


LOS ANGELES (ZP) — A wind- 
spurred 
brush 
and 
tim ber 
fire

burned through 25.000 acres in the 
San G abriel M ountains blazed out 
of control for the third day today. 
The 
U.S. 
Forest Service 
esti­ 
m ated dam age so far as 25 million 
dollars. 
Fanned by winds of hurricane 
force, the blaze broke out T hurs­ 
day near deer F lat Cam p, som e 
14 m iles above the suburban com ­ 
m unities of M onrovia and Azusa. 
1,400 Men In Fight 
In three hours, the fire raged 
eight m iles down the thickly wood­ 
ed and brush covered slopes, and 
In six hours it had advanced 12 
m iles on a four-mile front. 
Winds slackened, however, and 
a Forest Service spokesm an said 
that control is expected tonight or 
tomorrow. 
The fire w as burning some 25 
to 30 m iles northeast of downtown 
Los Angeles and 15 to 20 m iles 


from the northernm ost sections of 
the city, which were in ho danger 
at all. Com m unities closer to the 
blaze were rn no im m ediate dan­ 
ger. 
Tile fam ous Mt. Wilson O bserva­ 
tory w as reported seriously Im­ 
periled during the early stages of 
the fire, but flam es were beaten 
back yesterday several m iles east 
of the peak on which the observa­ 
tory and a num ber of television 
tran sm itte rs are located.

On 
Oct. 16, scientists said, the moon 
was not in the right position to be 
hit.
